Ottawa, Nov. 10—The statement of 
revenue aud expenditure of the Do- 
minion issued today shows the rev- 
enue to be $28,882,860, for the four 
months of the fiscal year compared 
with $24,798,479 or an_ increase of 
$4,084,381 over the same time last 
year. The expenditure was $15,617,681 
a decrease of over $200,000 as com- 
pared with 1905. This shows a better- 
ment of about four millions and a 
quarter. ‘The capital expenditure was 
$3,071,174 as against $3,331,606 for 
jast year a decrease of nearly $300,- 
000.

Vesuvius and the surrounding villages 
were shaken up by @ kind of earth- 
quake which was accompanied by de- 
tonations and followed by 4 consider- 
able fall of ashes, especially over Ot- 
tajano, which was destroyed during the 
eruption last April and is now in course 
of reconstruct.on. The phenomenen 
caused great alarm. Investigation 
stowed that part of the crater of the 
vO.any had fallen in. During the af- 
ternoon there were three nore slight 
shocxs and a further discharge of 
ashes which was blown in the direction 
of Pompeii and Ottajano. Thus far Na- 
ples has not been affected by the erup- 
tion, but a dark column of smoke can 
be seen from the city hovering over 
the crater.

Secretary Chadwick Addressed Con- 
gregation of McDougall Church 
Last Evening. 


Yesterday was Y. M. C. A. day in the 
eity churches. The vastora through- 
out the city gave special emphasis to 
Christian work among the young men 
and made a special plea on behalf of 
the new Y. M. C. A. building prorosed 
for Edmorton and for which the con- 
tract is already let. 

Mr. R. B. Chadwick, Y. M. C, A, sece- 
retary for the city of Edmonton, gave 
an address in McLougall Methodist 
church jn the evening. The choir was 
composed entirely of men and some 


splendid singing was rendered by @ 
chorus comprised of Messrs. Hanbdy, 
Jamieson, Dr. Nicholls, Prof. Racs, 


Char:ton, Pearson, Kuhn and Pritchard. 
Mr. Fred. ‘Tucker presided at the or- 
gan. 

Mr. Chadwick in his addresa, apoke 
of the inception, development andaim 
of the Y. M. C. A. with special refer- 
ence to the situation in the city of Ed- 
monton. He said the Y. M. C. A. was 
the outcome o7 the modern. It was an 
attempt, and a succesgfui attem zt, to 
meet the problem of modern c.ty 
it began in England at the time when 
the population segrated to the cilies. 

The Y. M. C. A. was not 2 gubdgti- 
tut? for the home life, and in this city, 
when the Y. M. C. A. shall be in opera- 
tion no boy, except a working boy, 
shall be permitted to remain aiter sev- 
en o’clock in the evening. 

The idea of the Y. M. C. A. waa the 
Ou.C Me 07 ths work of Sr George Wii- 
Kame, when a clerk in a London 
wholesaie house, among his fellow- 
i 0 1#48 »nO become the nucleus 
of this organization that hae spread 
over the worid. in 1845 the first Y 
M. C. A. secretary was engaged. 

an speaking of the work in this city 
Mr. Chadwick said the work would be 
supplementary to th? school work of 
the boys and young men. A physical 
director would be in charge who was 
fully qualified and who woulld inieli- 
gently direct th: play spirit of the boy. 
the aim of the Y. M. C. A. was to 
train the boy unconsciously into gocd 
habits. There wou'd also be a busi- 
ness men’s class, and various branchee 
of technical education would be attend- 
a. af a young man wanted «a 
course in plumbing, for example, all 
he had to do was to find ten men who 
wou'd form a class, and inatruction 
would be given in that subject.

“Guelph is a very strong municipal 
ownership city, because of the very 
gratifying success of all its public 
utilities. The net profit of the gas and 
electric light and power plant last year 
after allowing for depreciation and 
paying interest and sinking fund 
charges was about $12,000, on a capi- 
tal of $155,000. Fifteen or twenty 
years ago, the citizens invested $200,- 
000 in the Guelph Junction road, a 
steam railway fifteen niiles long to 
connect with the Canadian Pacific, 
and which the C.P.R. leased for 99 
years ,the city to get 40 per cent. of 
the gross receipts.
